A dispatch from Clinton, Ind. in 
the Indianapolis News

W. W. Sniff, 
formerly pastor of the Main Street 
Christian church, bat now of Paris, 
111., in whiclr he ex tolls the benefits 
of a dry town, hav ing had practical 
ex perience in Paris, 111. In a speech 
at the Methodist church in this city 
last nig ht, the Rev . W. W. Sniff pas­ 
tor of the Christian church, of Paris, 
111., met the financial arg uments of 
the “ wets,” offered in the local op­ 
tion campaig n here, by comparing 
conditions in Paris with conditions 
in the same city one y ear ag o, before 
the saloons were v oted out. 
Mr. Sniff declared that despite the 
fact that Paris v oters had depriv ed 
their city of $20,000 a y ear rev enue 
that formerly came from saloon li­ 
censes, it had not been necessary , as 
has been anticipated by “both “ wets,” 
and “ dry ,” to faise the tax rate.

Terre Haute, Ind., March 30.—Thir­ 
ty-five American employes of the Bogle 
mine, near Jasonville, were prevented 
from going to work by seventy-five 
Hungarian miners. 
In an exchange of shots betweeq the 
opposing labor factions five Americans 
were shot, one of them so seriously 
he may not recover. The Hungarians 
are barricaded in one of their houses 
and several have been wounded. 
They had been warned against try­ 
ing to go to work , and a numbez of 
t|ieir houses were shot into. The Hun­ 
garians bought revolvers and ammuni­ 
tion and paraded the streets. 
The 
Americans have sent to neighboring 
towns for help. 
The clash occurred when a commit­ 
tee of Americans went to the mines 
and notified the foreigners to get out 
of the field. 
Without warning the 
Hungarians fired from one of their 
houses, five Americans dropping, while 
the others who had armed themselves 
in anticipation of trouble returned the 
j fire.
